Instructions  For  Completing  The  Building/Lot 
Use  and  Condition  Inventory  Form 

Introduction 

The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  revitalize  Dudley  Square.   The 
purpose  of  the  inventory  form  is  to  record  pertinent  information 
about  existing  physical  conditions  and  uses  in  the  Dudley  Square 
commercial  area.   Analysis  of  the  recorded  information  will  lead 
to  the  identification  and  understanding  of  the  area's  needs  and 
subsequently  to  the  recommendation  of  actions  to  improve  the 
district. 

Information  will  be  recorded  on  a  parcel  by  parcel  basis  as 
defined  by  the  City  Assessor's  records.   One  inventory  form  will 
be  completed  for  each  parcel  of  property.   A  parcel  of  property 
may  include  land  or  land  and  building (s) .   In  cases  where  the 
parcel  of  property  includes  a  building  that  covers  only  a  portion 
of  the  land,  information  will  be  recorded  about  the  use  and 
condition  of  both  the  building  and  the  land  in  separate  sections 
of  the  inventory  form.   In  some  cases,  buildings  may  cover  the 
whole  parcel  of  land  and  therefore  information  will  be  recorded 
only  for  the  building.   In  other  cases  the  parcel  includes  only 
land  and  information  will  be  recorded  only  regarding  the  use  and 
conditions  of  the  land. 

A  file  will  be  established  for  each  parcel.   The  file  will 
contain  the  BRA's  inventory  form,  assessor's  records,  and  survey 
forms  from  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission. 

Guidelines  For  Recording  Data 

The  inventory  forms  will  be  filled  out  by  first  completing  those 
items  where  the  data  is  available  in  the  office  from  various 
sources.    A  field  survey  will  then  be  undertaken  to  complete  the 
balance  of  the  form  and  to  spot  check  the  information  already 
recorded. 

The  form  is  organized  into  three  sections.   The  first  section  at 
the  top  of  the  first  page  should  be  completed  for  all  parcels. 
The  second  section.  Building  Use  &  Condition,  covers  the  balance 
of  page  one,  all  of  page  two  and  the  top  half  of  page  3.   The 
second  section  will  be  used  to  record  information  about  building 
use  and  condition.   The  third  section.  Lot  Use  &  Condition  is  the 
bottom  half  of  the  third  page  and  will  be  used  to  record  use  and 
condition  information  regarding  the  parcel  land. 


^ 
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What  follows  is  a  description  or  suggestions  regarding  each  data 
item.   A  sample  form  which  has  been  completed  is  attached. 

Parcel  #  -  The  assessor's  parcel  number  -  should  be 

filled  in  at  the  top  of  each  page  of  the 
form. 

Date:  The  date  when  the  field  survey  is 

completed. 

Page  -  of  -:  The  pages  should  be  numbered 

sequentially  in  the  first  place  and  the 
total  number  recorded  in  the  second 
place  -  use  arable  numbers. 

Address:  The  street  number  and  name  as  recorded 

by  the  assessor's  office. 

Owner  &  Address:         The  name  of  the  owner  and  the  owner's 

mailing  address. 


BUILDING  USE  &  CONDITION 

Condition:  Building  conditions  will  be  classified 

based  only  on  the  appearance  of  the 
exterior  and  public  interior  spaces. 
The  three  condition  categories  measure 
the  relative  magnitude  of  investment 
needed  to  correct  any  outstanding 
deficiencies  and/or  to  permit  full  use 
of  the  building  based  on  contemporary 
market  standards.   Housekeeping  issues 
are  not  to  be  considered.   Check  one  of 
the  three  categories  using  the  assessors 
survey  rocord.   Translate  the  assessors 
categories  to  BRA  categories  as 
indicated  on  the  attached  annotated 
form.   Check  the  rating  in  the  field 
using  the  following  guidelines. 

GOOD:  The  building  appears  erect,  the 
walls  plumb,  and  there  are  no  major 
breaks  in  the  exterior  envelope.   Some 
fix-up,  modernization,  or  light 
rehabilitation  may  be  needed. 
FAIR: The  building  is  structurally  sound 
but  will  need  gut  rehab  to  be  made 
useful  in  today's  market.   The  building 
appears  erect,  but  the  exterior  shows 
some  signs  of  deterioration  and  deferred 
maintenance. 
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Age; 


Architectural  Rating: 


POOR:  The  building  is  so  deteriorated 
that  either  gut  rehabilitation  requiring 
major  investment  or  demolition  would  be 
needed.   The  building  may  lean,  have 
clear  openings  or  breaks  in  the  exterior 
walls,  show  clear  signs  of  long  deferred 
maintenance  and  indications  of  serious 
structural  deficiencies.   It  may  be 
likely  to  find  some  or  all  of  the 
building  vacant. 

Estimate  the  years  if  not  available  from 
the  assessors  records  or  the  Landmarks 
Commission  survey  form. 

We  will  rely  on  the  rating  of  the 
Landmarks  Commission.   Check  one. 
Positive  means  the  building  contributes 
to  the  historic  quality  of  the  Dudley 
square  district  not  just  the  National 
Register  District.   Other  means  that  the 
building  doesn't  contribute  or  support 
the  historic  architectural  quality  of 
the  area. 
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Uses  By  Floor: 


From  the  Assessors  records  circle  the 
number  of  floors  in  the  building,  fill 
in  the  total  area  of  the  building  and 
calculate  the  area  of  each  floor.   For 
example,  if  a  building  has  4  floors  and 
a  total  area  of  8,000  gsf  then  we  can 
say  each  floor  is  2,000  gsf.   The 
assessor's  residential  survey  record 
indicates  the  #  of  units,  number  of 
floors  (2.5=3)  and  the  floor  area  by 
floor.   The  assessor's  commercial 
records  indicate  the  type  of  occupancy, 
number  of  floors,  the  first  floor 
occupancy,  first  floor  area,  and  the 
total  floor  area  of  the  building.   If  in 
the  field  you  find  that  there  is  a  great 
difference  between  the  area  of  the 
floors  then  make  adjustments.   Given  the 
total  area  of  each  floor  estimate  the 
proportionate  floor  area  for  each  use. 
Use  the  following  guidelines  for 
determining  the  uses. 
RETAIL:  An  establishment  which  sells 
goods  directly  to  the  consumer. 
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OFFICE:  A  place  where  business  is  trans 
acted  or  services  provided.   Includes 
professional  services  such  as  legal  and 
health  but  not  consumer  services  as 
defined  in  the  retail  subcategories. 
VACANT:  Not  occupied  or  being  used. 
RESIDENTIAL:  Occupied  as  a  dwelling  by 
one  or  more  persons. 

MANUFACTURING/WAREHOUSE:  Place  where 
products  are  made,  processed,  fabricated 
and/or  stored.   Include  wholesale  and  to 
the  trade  business  activities. 
OTHER:  Any  use  that  doesn't  fit  one  of 
the  other  categories.   Note  on  the 
bottom  of  the  page  what  the  use  is. 
Public  and  semi-public  uses  such  as  the 
Library,  Police  Station,  Courthouse, 
Boys  Club  and  Cemetery  would  be 
included.

Occupied  Vacant: 


Use  the  table  just  completed  to 
calculate  the  %  occupied  and  vacant  of 
the  total  floor  area  of  the  building. 
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Housekeeping : 


This  measures  how  clean  conditions  are 
in  the  areas  of  the  building  open  to 
the  public.   The  building  facade,  the 
immediate  sidewalk,  the  entry,  halls, 
lobby,  offices,  and  shops  are  to  be 
considered.

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The  next  page  has  two  tables  which  are  to  be  used  to  record 
information  about  the  retail  establishments  in  the  building  being 
surveyed.   The  purpose  of  the  table  at  the  top  of  the  page  is  to 
identify  each  retail  establishment  and  to  classify  each  by  retail 
sub-category.   There  are  10  retail  sub-categories  as  listed  in 
the  table  at  the  bottom  of  the  page.   The  types  of  stores 
included  in  each  sub-category  are  described  in  the  attachment: 
"Dudley  Square  Retail  Sub-Categories". 
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start  completing  the  table  by  filling  in  the  total  amount  of 
retail  area  in  the  subject  building  from  the  first  page.   Then 
list  the  name  of  each  establishment,  its  floor  location,  estimate 
its  floor  area  and  determine  the  retail  sub-category  it  fits 
into.   If  there  are  more  than  7  establishments  in  the  building 
being  surveyed  use  as  many  sheets  as  needed. 
The  purpose  of  the  table  at  the  bottom  of  the  page  is  to 
summarize  by  sub-category  the  number  of  establishments  and  the 
total  floor  area  as  well  as  to  calculate  the  total  number  of 
retail  establishments  for  the  building.   This  table  can  be 
completed  by  using  the  information  found  in  the  table  at  the  top 
of  the  page.   Check  to  see  that  the  total  area  of  retail  space  is 
the  same  in  each  of  the  three  tables. 

On  the  next  page  the  top  half  is  set  aside  for  a  picture  of  the 
property.  Complete  the  information  required  on  the  bottom  half 
of  the  page  using  the  following  guidelines. 


Parcel  Area; 


This  is  available  from  the  assessors 
records . 


Open  Land  Portion; 


This  is  the  portion  of  the  land  parcel 
which  isn't  covered  by  the  building. 
This  can  be  calculated  from  the 
assessors  records  by  dividing  the 
building  floor  area  by  the  number  of 
floors  and  by  subtracting  the  result 
from  the  area  of  the  land  parcel . 


Housekeeping : 


This  is  a  measure  of  the  general 
maintenance  of  the  area  and  the  extent 
to  which  the  area  is  littered  by  things 
which  serve  no  purpose  relative  to  the 
uses  of  the  building.   Use  your  own 
judgement  in  checking  one  of  the 
categories. 


Vehicle  Access: 


If  there  is  vehicle  access  to  the  parcel 
from  what  street  is  the  access  gained. 


Uses: 


If  it  appears  that  the  land  is  used  for 
parking,  try  to  determine  if  the  parking 
is  used  by  the  public-people  patronizing 
establishments  in  the  building.   Other 
means  parking  used  by  anyone  other  than 
the  public,  for  example,  building 
tenants,  owner  or  building  management 
personnel.   Even  if  not  clearly  marked 
estimate  the  number  of  parking  spaces. 
The  assessor's  residential  survey 
indicates  the  number  of  off-street 
parking  spaces. 

VACANT:  If  the  land  is  not  used,  check 
vacant. 
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Field  Surveyor: 


LOADING/ STORAGE:  Check  this  category  if 

these  functions  are  carried  out  on  the 

parcel. 

GREEN  SPACE/PLAZA:  If  any  of  the  area  is 

used  for  a  landscaped  area,  a  sitting 

area  or  plaza  check  this  category. 

Name  of  the  person  completing  the  survey 

form  out  in  the  field  should  be  printed 

here.   Add  the  date  at  the  top  of  the 

first  page.

Land  Use  Classification 

Each  parcel  of  property  in  the  Dudley  Square  Project  area  will  be 
classified  based  on  the  use  of  the  parcel.   Seven  categories  will 
be  used.   Classification  will  be  done  by  using  the  information 
from  the  Building/Lot  Use  and  Condition  Inventory  form. 

In  most  cases,  the  exercise  requires  reviewing  the  uses  reported 
in  the  table  found  on  page  1  of  the  inventory  form  and  converting 
the  reported  building  uses  into  one  of  the  land  use  categories. 
In  a  small  number  of  parcels  where  there  is  no  building,  the 
recorded  use  is  generally  likely  to  be  vacant  or  in  some  cases 
the  use  may  be  parking.   These  convert  directly  to  the 
corresponding  land  use  category. 

The  seven  land  use  categories  are  as  follows: 

Commercial  1.  (Retail  &  Office) 

Vacant  2 . 

Residential  3. 

Manufacture/Warehouse    4 . 

Other  5 . 

Parking  6. 

Mixed  7 . 

CV  (Commercial  and  Vacant) 

CR  (Commercial  and  Residential) 

RV  (Residential  and  Vacant) 

0  (All  other  Combinations) 

Parcels  which  have  a  single  use  will  be  classified  into  one  of 
the  first  six  categories.   If  a  parcel  has  multiple  uses  and/or  a 
use  and  vacancies  it  will  fall  into  the  mixed  category  with  the 
appropriate  sub-category  designation.   For  example,  if  a  parcel 
has  residential  uses  and  vacancies  it  will  be  classed  mixed  -  RV. 
Each  inventory  form  should  be  reviewed  and  the  appropriate  land 
use  category  written  in  the  upper  left  corner  of  the  form.
